1- The Beginning of Prophethood: When the Muhammad (#8) 

received his first revelation from Allah Almighty through the 

Angel in the cave of Hira, he faced uncertainty. However, with 

the support of his wife Khadijah and his unwavering self-belief,

Migration to Medina: The Hijrah (migration) to Medina marked 
a significant turning point in the life of the Prophet. In the face 
of threats to his life, he left his hometown to establish a new 
community. This decision required immense self-belief and 
conviction in the divine purpose he was fulfilling. 

Battles and Leadership: Throughout various battles, such as 
the Battle of Badr and the Battle of Uhud, the Prophet's self- 
belief and leadership were evident. He strategized, motivated 
his companions, and faced challenges head-on, all while 
demonstrating a firm belief in the cause he was fighting for. 
Treaty of Hudaybiyyah: The Treaty of Hudaybiyyah, despite 
initial appearances of disadvantage, showcased the Prophet's 
foresight and unwavering self-belief. He agreed to terms that 
seemed unfavorable but led to long-term gains for Islam, 
highlighting his understanding of the bigger picture.

For instance, setting financial goals 
that align with ethical principles and charitable giving. *

depth and purpose to our aspirations, aligning them with the 
fundamental principles of faith and personal growth. Just as a skilled 
weaver creates intricate patterns, weaving your goals into the fabric of 
Magasid al-Shariah gives them a higher sense of significance and 
impact.
